drum m ing up public sym pa thy for him in 
v iew of the ex pected plebiscite which is to 
decide whether or not the people w ill su s­ 
ta in him a g a inst his opponents. 
A M eeting of Angry Opponents. 
About sev enty-fiv e of the Irish members 
of pa rlia m ent were present a t the m eeting 
w hich wa s on the dead secret, the only 
newspaper man a llowed to be present being 
he of the Freem a n’s J ourna l.
